HARRISON,  Ark.  —(BP—  A  plot  of 
1,087  acres  high  ip  the  Arkansas 
Ozarks  has  been  tentatively  approved 
as  the  site  of  a  “western”  assembly 
for  Southern  Baptists. 

Offer  of  the  expansive,  wooded  area 
was  made  by  the  city  of  Harrison,  and 
Rev.  E.  E.  Qrlever,  baptist  pastor  here, 
has  been  notified  that  it  is  the  choice 
of  a  special  Western  Assembly  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Southern 
*  Baptist  Convention.  The  committee’s 
recommendation  will  be  preesnted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  in  session  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  in  December  for 
final  action. 

The  new  assembly  will  compare  with 
the  40-year-old  encampment  at  Ridge¬ 
crest,  N.  C.  Overflow  of  the  North 
Carolina  accomodations  and  the  gra¬ 
dual  spread  of  the  denomination’s 
terrif^ry  to  the  Pacific  Coast  has 
made  a  second  site  necessary. 

Dr.  Perry  Webb,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
is  chairman  of  the  special  assembly 
committee.  It  was  he  who  jiotlfled  Mr, 
Oriever  of  the  committee’s  decision. 
Sites  in  Missouri,  Texas,  and  New 
Mexico  also  were  being  considered. 

The  selected  grounds  are  located  on 
the  Missouri  Pacific  railway,  and 
Governor-elect  Sid  McMath  has  pro¬ 
mised  to  pave  highways  leading  to  it. 
There  is  enough  rock  and  timber  on 
the  grounds  for  building  of  all  neces¬ 
sary  accommodations,  with  an  initial 
layout  of  $50,004  for  installation  of 
utilities  contemplated  as  only  cost  to 
the  denomination.  A  spring  of  water 
on  the  grounds  is  considered  suffi¬ 
cient  to  support  a  city  of  25,090.

Italian  Protestants  Protest 
Curbs  on  Church  Building 

ROME  —(RNS)—  Limitations  im¬ 
posed  on  the  reconstruction  of  war- 
damaged  non-Catholic  ,  churches  in 
this  country  have  been  condemned 
here  by  the  Federal  Council  of  Italian 
Evangelical  Churches  as  the  “first 
clear  violation”  of  the  new  constitu¬ 
tion’s  guarantee  of  equal  rights  for  all 
faiths. 

In  a  note  to  Premier  Alclde  De  Oas- 
peri,  the  Council  also  asked  that  non- 
Catholic  pupils  be  unconditionally  re¬ 
leased  from  public  school  sessions  in 
which  Cathcflc  religious  instruction  is 
given. 

The  note,  reiterating  that  the  con¬ 
stitution’s  guarantee  of  equal  rights 
for  aU  culU  be  strictly  foUowed,  urged 
that  every  time  a  new  law  or  decree  is 
passed  which  regulates  some  aspect  of 
the  relationship  between  the  Catholic 
Church  and  the  State,  a  similar  law 
be  adoDted  for  aU  non-CathoUc  culU.

Leaders  Stress  Value 
Of  Church  Papers 

By  Religious  News  Service 
NEW  YORK  —  Three  leading  Pro¬ 
testant  churchmen  have  issued  state¬ 
ments  in  connection  with  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  October  as  “Church  Press 
Month”  emphasizing  the  value  of 
church  papers  in  the  lives  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Americans. 

They  were  Charles  P.  Taft,  president 
of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches; 
Dr.  C.  Oscar  Johnson,  president  of  the 
National  Lutheran  C:k>uncll. 

Declaring  the  people  today  "are 
more  and  more  interested  in  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  Christian  living,”  Taft  said 
they  were  eager  for  intelligent  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  basis  of  their  religious 
faith. 

"This  creates  an  unusual  opportu¬ 
nity  for  the  church  press,”  he  stated. 
"At  the  same  time  it  places  upon 
church  periodicals  a  very  heavy  re¬ 
sponsibility.  If  they  consider  their 
task  merely  the  cultivation  of  a  pro¬ 
fessionary  religious  group,  as  I  stu- 
pect  many  of  them  do,  then  they  will 
miss  the  opportunity  almost  comple¬ 
tely.” 

Dr.  Johnson  said  the  church  press 
was  one  of  the  great  strengths  as  well 
as  one  of  the  prime  weaknesses  of 
Christian  endeavor.  He  asserted  that 
its  strength  lay  in  the  “marvelous 
things  that  can  be  wrought  and  have 
been  wrought”  by  it.  lU  weakness,  he 
added,  “is  In  the  value  of  having

The  Editor  of  the  Newton  Re¬ 
cord,  in  a  front  page  article  this 
week  tells  how  Clarke  College  is 
blazing  the  way  among  denomina¬ 
tional  schools  in  setting  up  an 
Agricultural  department.  In  view 
of  tlie  fact  that  our  state  is  perliaps 
90  per  cent  rural,  so  far  as  our 
churches  are  concerned,  this  is 
indeed  a  fine  step.  We  congratulate 
“Mississippi’s  Most  Unusual 
School!” 

Excerpts  from  tlie  article  fol¬ 
low: 

.Clarke  Memorial* College,  Newton, 
Mississippi,  is  blazing  the  trail  among 
denominational  schools  in  establish¬ 
ing  a  Department  of  Agriculture  with 
the  1M8-49  session,  stated  Professor 
John  T.  Carter  in/Clarke  chapel  pro¬ 
gram  last  week.  Clarke  College  has 
about  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  cme 
hundred  and  fifty  of  which  are  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Agriculture 
Department. 

The  main  purposes  of  the  college 
farm  Is  “to  cut  down  expenses  so  as 
to  feed  students  better  for  less  money, 
to  furnish  work  for  students,  part 
time  and  full  time,  suid  to  serve  as  a 


laboratory  for  the  Agriculture  De- 
partment.*' 

.  At  the  prescat  time  the  Clarke  Cel- 
legc  farm  has  twenty  cews,  with  abeat 
half  ef  them  famishfaif  milk  fer  the 
dtolag  haU.  Plaas  arc,  next  year  te 
famish  both  park  and  beef  fer  the 
Clarke  tables. 

Clarke  Memorial  College,  a  Junior 
college  operated  by  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention,  has  enrolled  SOfi 
students  this  session.  Of  this  number 
1S4  are  ministerial  students. 

An  Agriculture  Department  is  Justified 
at  Clarke  because  many  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  feel  that  anyone  should  know  the 
problems  of  the  people  with  whom  he 
works,  and  many  of  the  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  college  will  work  in  rural 
areas.  Many  former  students  are  working 
now  in  rural  areas,  serving  as  Associa- 
tional  Missionaries  and  as  niral  pastors. 
ITie  feeling  is  that  such  students  should 
be  acquainted,  not  only  with  the  pro¬ 
blems,  but  with  modem  methods  and 
techniques  to  be  used  by  people  living  in 
these  areas. 

Aastber  type  ef  stadewt  necdlag  know¬ 
ledge  af  agricnitnre  is  that  grasp  af  Btn-« 
dents  whs  plan  ta  be  ferelgs  misaien 

arics.  Mr.  Carter  sUted  that  he  had 
tatoed  with  mlsalanarles  whase  fieMs  af 
service  are  Palestine,  Africa,  and  China 
and  all  agree  that  casrsas  la  agriesltare 
are  a  great  advantage  ta  mlssianaries  in 
their  respective  witssien  fields. 

Tet,  again,  not  all  Clarke  Studmts, 
much  less  all  people,  are  called  to 
preach.  Those  who  plan  to  enter  some 
phase  of  agrlcxiltural  work  need  to  be 
able  to  get  technical  training  which  may 
be  transferred  to  an  agricultural  college, 
and  at  the  same  time  have  the  other 
advantages  of  the  type  school  that  Clarke 
•College  purports  to  be.

A  Time  to  Think 

Recently  I  heard  a  man  say  that 
the  one  thing  he  di.sliked  about  his 
position  was  that  he  did  not  have 
the  time  for  meditation  and  pray¬ 
er  that  he  once  had.  This  is  true  of 
many  of  us,  which  is  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  speeding  up  of  our 
modern  life.  We  do  not  take  time 
to  meditate  and  think.  We  act  first, 
and  then  think  —  if  at  all. 

Meditation  is  reflection  with  a 
view  to  understanding  the  mean¬ 
ing  and  value  of  experiences.  It 
fills  a  place  in  Christian  life 
which  nothing  else  can  supply. 
Without  it  life  loses  in  power  and

becomes  spiritually  improvised. 
Life  is  not  enriclied  by  a  mere  suc¬ 
cession  of  experiences,  as  some 
may  think,  but  rather  by  the  un¬ 
derstanding  of  these  experiences. 
Tbis  understanding  can  only  be 
gained  through  meditation. 

We  live  in  an  artificial  man¬ 
made  enviroment  and  the  thought 
of  God  is  often  crowded  out  of 
our  lives.  Thus  for  the  Christian  it 
is  more  neces.sary  than  ever  before 
to  preserve  a  time  and  a  place  for 
the  purpose  of  holy  meditation. 
“Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  God.” 
Evidences  of  God’s  power  and  ma¬ 
jesty  in  nature  abound  on  every 
hand,  if  we  but  stop  to  consider 
them.  How  tragic  it  is  that  we 
pass  them  over  in  our  haste  and 
lose  their  deep  significance.  The 
beautiful  formations  and  colors 
that  are  blended  together  in  a  sun¬ 
set  are  but  another  expression  of 
the  love  of  God;  yet  how'  often 
does  this  beauty  go  unnoticed." 
“The  love  of  God  is  greater  far 
Than  tongue  or  pen  could  ever  tell. 
It  goes  beyond  the  highest  star. 
And  reaches  to  the  deepest  hell.” 

Tlirough  meditation,  we  also 
find  evidences  of  God  in  the  ex¬ 
periences  of  other  people  about  us, 
and  in  our  own  hearts  and  lives. 
Only  through  quiet,  meditation 
can  we  really  discover  ourselves. 
The  very  fact  that  wehave  so 
many  activities  and  duties  makes 
the  need  for  time  alone  with  our¬ 
selves  and  God  more  urgent.  The 
more  we  have  to  do,  the  more  ne¬ 
cessary  that  we  seek  Divine  guid¬ 
ance  and  strength  through  medi¬ 
tation  and  prayer.  We  need  to  heed 
the  scriptural  admonition:  “Be  not 
fa.shioned  according  to  this  world; 
but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  re¬ 
newing  of  your  mind,  that  ye  may 
prove  what  is  the  goo<l  and  accep¬ 
table,  and  perfect  will  of  God.

“The  i>opulatlon  of  the  Unite 
SUtes  In  1940  was  131,609,275  people 
Southern  Baptlat  church  member, 
constitute  approximately  one  twenty- 
fifth  part  of  the  United  SUtes  popu 
lation  according  to  Dr.  E.  P.  Alldredgr 
Movie  attendance  in  1942  'was  ap¬ 
proximately  80,000,000  per  week;  In 
1945—100,000,000. 

Southern  Baptists  share  in  movie 
attendance  in  1942  3,200,000  per  week. 

Deduct  50  per  cent  for  large  rural 
constituency  and  for  bad  economic 
conditions  in  the  South  —  1.600.000 
Net  weekly  cost  at  35  cents  each  — 
$560,000.  Net  annual  cost  of  Southern 
Baptists’  movie  attendance  —  $29,- 
120,000. 

Southern  Baptists’  gifts  to  all  mis¬ 
sions  and  benevolence  In  1942  was 
$9,681,772.  Fbr  every  $1.00  Southern 
Baptists  gave  to  all  missions  they 
spent  $3.00  on  movie  attendance. 

If  Southern  Baptist  alone  had  spent 
on  missionaries  to  Japan  and  Ger¬ 
many  the  money  that  they  spent  on 
movie  attendance  during  the  last  25 
years,  there  might  have  ‘been  no 
World  War  11.  ’The  above  figures  in¬ 
clude  only  part  of  our  Baptist  denomi¬ 
nation.  When  we  Include  all  Baptists 
and  all  of  our  sister  denominations, 
the  figures  become  astronomical. 
Approximately  50  per  cent  of  the 
United  SUtes  is  church  members. 
’The  annual  box  office  receipts  are 
approximately  $1,000,000,000.  This 
means  that  the  followers  of  Christ 
are  giving  annually  for  movie  at- 
tendano*  approximately  $500,000,000. 

Get  the  picture!  The  followers  of 
Christ  are  commanded  to  preach  His 
gospel,  propagate  His  moral  teach¬ 
ings,  and  while  they  are  working  at 
the  Job,  they  give  to  a  small  group 
of  about  100  anti-religious  movie 
producers  $500,000,000.  Our  survey 
shows  these  producers  are  engaged  In 
a  gigantic,  determined  effort  to  ridi¬ 
cule  and  destroy  the  Christian  Lord’s 
Day,  the  Ten  Commandments  and 
all  the  moral  teachings  of  the  Son  of 
God.  This  must  be  a  sorry  specUcle  in 
the  eyes  of  a  Holy  and  Just  God.  It 
explains  much  of  the  Impotence  of 
Christianity.  Others  may  attend  the 
movies  If  they  desire.  Our  God-given 
free  moral  agency  and  our  national 
Democratic  heriUge  gives  them  the 
right,  "but  as  for  me  and  my  house, 
we  will  serve  the  Lord.”

J.  Edgar  Hoover’s  Annual  bulletin. 
Uniform  Crime  Reports,  for  1S47: 

A  serious  crime  was  committed 
every  18.8  seconds  in  1947.  During  the 
year  1,66S,110  major  crimes  were  com- 
mltted- 

The  extent  of  crime  followed  for 
the  most  part  crime  rates  in  1946 
which  reached  a  high  i>eak  since  na¬ 
tional  crime  statistics  were  first  tabu¬ 
lated  in  1930. 

More  persons  were  arrested  and  fin¬ 
gerprinted  in  1947  than  in  any  other 
year  on  record.  The  F.  B.  I.  received 
and  recorded  734.041  arrest  records  in 
1947,  representing  an  Increase  of  13.7 
per  cent  over  1948. 

Arrest  of  boys  under  21  increased 
lOA  per  cent  over  1948.  while  arrests 
for  girls  under  21  declined  84  per 
cent.  The  arrest  of  girls  in  1947  ex¬ 
ceeded  by  30  per  ’cent  such  arreM  in 
1941.

The  hopes  and  prayers  ot  Southern 
Baptists  for  an  adequate  Seminary 
plant  in  New  Orleans  are  beginning  to 
come'  to  fruition.  The  contract  has 
been  let  for  four  buildings,  to  contain 
fifty  family  apartments  for  married 
students,  according  to  announcements 
by  President  Roland  Q.  Leavell  of  the 
New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Se¬ 
minary.  These  will  be  erected  on  the 
new  75-acre  campus  bought  in  1947, 
and  they  will  be  ready  for  student  oc¬ 
cupancy  before  the  session  1949-1950. 
These  fifty  additional  students  will  be 
transported  to  the  present  Seminary 
location  until  the  money  is  raised  to 
build  the  Entire  Seminary  plant. 

TTje  contract  for  these  buildings, 
along  with  a  concrete  road,  drainage, 
untUitles,  etc.,  calls  for  approximately 
$750,000.00.  A  large  portion  of  this 
sum  is  expected  from  the  Cooperative 
Program  receipts.  The  Seminary  is 
having  some  success  in  seeking  1,000 
generous  givers  to  give  an  average  of 
$1,000.00  each  to  the  building  program. 

The  Seminary  is  overflowing  with 
the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history, 
and  turning  many  students  away,  ac- 
coroing  to  Dr.  Leavell.

$4  Newsprint  Price  Boost 
Swells  Exorbitont  Profits 

(Editor’s  Note:  This  ekplains  where 
some  ot  the  Baptist  Record  income 
goes.) 

New  advances  in  the  price  of  news¬ 
print  effective  Aug.  1  will  drain  near¬ 
ly  $20,000,000  annually  from  United 
States  and  Canadian  newspaper  reve¬ 
nues  to  further  Inflate  the  exorbitant 
profits  of  newsprint  producers. 

Crown  -  Zellerbach,  leading  west 
coast  producer,  was  first  to  announce 
the  increase  of  $4,  bringing  the  base 
price  to  $100  a  ton.  This  move  has 
been  followed  by  most  other  major 
producers  with  Identical  advances. 

The  ANO  study  of  the  newsprint  in¬ 
dustry,  now  in  progress,  discloses  that 
(Trown-Zellerbach  earnings  prior  to 
the  price  boost  were  already  30  per¬ 
cent  ahead  of  the  1947  level  and  al¬ 
most  500  percent  ahead  of  the  1935-39 
average. 

Its  Canadian  subsidiary.  Pacific 
MUls,  Ltd.,  reported  earning  13  per¬ 
cent  above  the  1944  figure  and  aOao 
approximately  five  times  the  pre-war 
rate. 

Abitibi  Power  and  Paper  Co.,  one  of 
the  major  newsprint  producers, 
showed  profits  in  1946  exceeding  300 
per  cent  of  the  prewar  (1935-39)  five- 
year  average,  and  20  percent  over 
1946. 

International  Paper  Co.,  showed 
$54,397,000  net  profit  for  1947,  com¬ 
pared  with  pre-war  annual  average 
of  $3,337,000.  The  first  six  months  of 
1948  eamingS;  were  at  a  higher  level 
»>ian  for  the  same  period  in  1947. 

The  supply  still  U  short  of  meeting 
demand  and  the  small  publisher  has 
difficulty  in  finding  enough  tonnage 
for  bis  needs  at  any  price,  since  he  is 
bidding  against  buyers  with  relatively 
unlimited  resources  for  any  paper  in 
the  free  market.

LETTER  FROM  GERMANY 

Herne,  Germany,  July  20,  1SM8 
Dear  Friends: 

By  request  of  my  parents  I  am  writ¬ 
ing  this  letter.  Mother  wishes  to  express 
her  gratitude  for  the  beautiful  dress 
which  fits  so  well  as  if  it  had  been  made 
to  order.  She  is  very  much  delighted  over 
it  rad  has  worn  it  for  the  first  time  on 
Pentecost  e.  Mother  would  prefer  to  write 
to  you  personally,  but  her  hands  hurt  so 
much  from  hard  work.  Mother  must  work 
as  a  Janitress,  for  we  have  become  very 
poor.  We  have  lost  everything.  Our  au¬ 
tomobile  stood  before  the  door  laden 
with  linens  and  clothes,  but  we  had  to 
leave  It  behind,  since  mother  is  unable 
to  drive  a  car.  Father  had  been  re¬ 
ported  missing  in  Russia.  Before  the  war 
we  had  been  selling  radios,  bicycles  and 
sewing  machines.  Father  has  been  home 
now  for  one  and  a  half  years,  but  tor 
three  years  we  had  not  heard  of  him  at 
all.  While  prisoner  in  Russia  father  be¬ 
came  sick  and  Injured,  and  for  that  rea¬ 
son  has  not  been  able  to  find  any  em¬ 
ployment.  He  suffers  from  dropsy  and 
heart  disease  and  his  spinal  cord  has 
been  Injured.  He  is  a  civil  engineer  by 
profession  and  has  made  an  Invention 
in  1M3,  but  to  this  day  we  have  been 
unable  to  raise  money  to  have  the  In¬ 
vention  pattented.  I  am  a  technician  at 
the  radio  station  of  Cologne.  Heme,  where 
my  parents  are  living,  is  100  kilometers 
from  Cologne.  The  town  of  Heme  has 
M,000  Inhabitants  and  the  congregation 
there  has  40  members. 

In  the  newspapers  you  probably  have 
read  of  the  inflation  in  Germany.  The 
money  Is  valueless  and  so  we  again  have 
lost  what  we  had  gained.  But  we  can  ca.st 
our  cares  into  the  strong  arms  of  God. 
who  has  said:  “Cast  your  cares  upon 
Him  for  He  careth  for  you.”  God  la 
unchangeable,  in  Him  we  find  the  gold 
value  which  will  never  lose  its  power.

SANTA  FE.  N.  M.  —  (RNSl—  Hear 
ings  in  a  suit  to  bar  garbed  Romai 
Catholic  nuns  and  priests  from  teach¬ 
ing  in  New  Mexico  public  schools  got ' 
under  way  here  before  District  Judge 
E.  T.  Hensley  of  Portales. 

Among  the  first  to  testify  In  the 
case,  brought  by  a  group  of  Protes¬ 
tants,  were  three  nun-teachers.  They 
admitted  to  the  court  that  catechism 
is  taught  in  tax-support  schools  in 
Carrlzoxo.  Socorro  and  Belen,  that 
prayers  are  said  in  these  schools,  and 
that  religious  pictures  adorn  class¬ 
room  walls. 

Sister  Theodorette,  principal  of  the 
Santa  Rita  grade  school  at  Carrixou, 
testified  that  catechism  was  tanght 
from  8:30  a.  m.  to  •  a  jn.  daily.  Classes 
officially  begin  at  9  a  m.,  she  said. 

Sister  John  Ellen,  first  grade  teacher 
at  Mount  Carmel  school,  Socorro,  told 
the  court  that  she  also  taught  cate¬ 
chism  in  the  same  half-hour.  She 
added  that  she  gave  instruction  in 
her  nun’s  habit  and  in  a  “private” 
room  decorated  with  religious  pictures. 

Another  witness,  Adelino  Sanchez, 
superintendent  of  municipal  schools 
at  Bele,  declared  it  was  necessary  to 
have  St.  Mary’s  parochial  school  in 
the  Belen  public  school  system  in 
order  to  accomodate  the  school-  age 
population. 

Adelino  Sanchez  Saperintendent  of 
Municipal  schools  at  Belen  said  it 
might  be  necessary  to  run  public 
grade  schools  on  a  haif-day  basis  if 
St.  Mary’a  was  removed  from  the  sys¬ 
tem.

Led  of  the  Lord,  he  cast  his  lot  with 
,  other  members  of  his  family  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  college  for  girls  founded 
by  his  father  in  1873.  For  many  years 
he  was  professor  of  Englash.  He  was 
not  a  demanding  teacher.  He  simply 
invited  his  students  to  share  with  him 
his  abiding  love  for  literature,  and 
most  of  them  followed  gjadly,  never 
driven  to  their  tasks  through  fear. 
His  classroom  recitations  and  his 
chapel  talks  are  as  unforgetable  as 
hunger  and  thirst.  His  wit,  his  wis¬ 
dom  and  his  sympathetic  understand¬ 
ing  marked  him  as  a  man  among 
men. 

He  was  thirty-six  when  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  Dr.  W.  T.  Lowrey  as  president 
in  1898.  In  1900  in  the  depths  of  win¬ 
ter  with  the  campus  covered  with 
snow,  a  fire  at  night  swept  into  flames 
the  Brougher  Dormitory  and  the  old 
Lowrey  Dormitory,  leaving  the  college 
desolate,  but  never  shaking  the  faith 
of  the  young  president. 

During  the  administration  of  Dr. 
B.  O.  Lowrey,  the  present  Lowrey  and 
Ray  dormitories  were  buit.  The  Hearn 
and  the  Jennings  were  erected.  Elec¬ 
tric  lights,  steam  heat  and  running 
water  were  installed.  The  self-help  de¬ 
partment  came  into  adoption  at  his 
personal  suggestion,  making  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  hundreds  of  worthy  young 
wometl  of  limited  means  to  procure 
collegiate  training.  Mississippi  Heights 
Academy  stood  as  a  noble  shrine  to 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  B.  O.  and  Prof.  J.  E. 
Brown.  With  students  ranging  in  age 
from  primary  children  to  college  sen¬ 
iors,  the  enrollment  reached  a  record 
of  554,  through  the  college  registra¬ 
tion  was  less  than  at  the  present  time 
when  only  students  of  collegiate  rat¬ 
ing  are  received  into  the  school. 

Moving  to  Western  Texas  because 
of  the  health  of  one  of  his  sons.  Dr. 
B.  O.  established  and  maintained 
another  school  in  Amarillo,  Texas.  Re- 
turining  to  Mississippi,  he  continued 
his  great  work  in  the  fields  of  edu¬ 
cation  and  Christian  leadership.  His 
little  rural  Sunday  School  in  my  na¬ 
tive  neighborhood,  his  inspiring 
speeches  in  every  good  cause  all  over 
his  state  and  much  of  the  South,  his 
fight  against  the  drink  evil,  his  su¬ 
perb  part  in  the  founding  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Memorial  Hospital  in  Memphis, 
his  many  important  positions  of 
honor  and  trust  in  his  denomination, 
these  are  a  few  of  his  lasting  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  cause  of  education  and 
religion. 

Entering  politics,  he  was  elected  to 
Congress  where  he  served  with  much 
distinction  for  eight  eventful  years. 
He  established  a  splendid  record  for 
himself  In  Congress,  being  especially

Prof.  Bolton  was  formerly  head  of 
the  departments  of  music  of  Union 
University,  Jackson,  Tenn.,  and  the 
Jacksonville  (Florida)  College  of  Mu¬ 
sic.  He  has  served  as  organist  and 
choir  director  for  the  Calvary  Church, 
Jackson,  and  the  Snyder  Memorial 
Church,  Jacksonville. 
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CHAPLAIN  WRITES  FROM

Just  the  other  evening,  at  a  meeting 
of  chaplains,  missionaries  and  Japanese 
Christians,  a  Japanese  pastor  related  the 
horrible  dlfflculUes  of  Christian  effort  In 
the  past.  He  recounted  their  heart-break¬ 
ing  struggles.  Then  his  face  shone  as 
he  spoke  on  the  heavy  iron  door  of 
Shinto  opening,  and  “therefore  the  war 
was  really  a  good  thing  for  Japan,  for 


PROTESTANT  LEADERS  ASK 
TRANSFER  OF  CHILDREN 

NEW  YORK  — (RNS)—  Three  re¬ 
ligious  leaders  Joined  here  in  calling 
on  New  York  City’s  Welfare  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  transfer  three  children  from 
Roman  Catholic  jurisdiction  to  a  Pro¬ 
testant  Institution. 

Episcopal  Bishop  Charles  K.  Gilbert, 
Bishop  Tiran  Nersoyan  of  the  Arme¬ 
nian  Apostolic  Orthodox  Church,  and 
Dr.  Robert  W.  Searle  of  the  Protestant 
CouncU  of  the  City  of  New  York,  said 
the  children  were  being  “detained” 
by  the  New  York  Foundling  Hospital 
and  the  Mission  of  the  Immaculate 
Virgin,  two  Catholic  c  Ifcl  1  d  caring 
homes. 

The  children  were  placed  in  the 
homes  by  the  Department  of  Welfare 
when  their  mother  became  ill.  Their 
father,  Hamportzoon  Chool(Alan.  a 
member  of  the  Armenian  Church,  has 
since  bwn  granted  the  right  by  the 
State  Department  to  return  to  Soviet 
Armenia.  When  Chooloklan  sought  to 
obtain  the  release  of  his  children,  the 
churchmen  said,  to  take  them  to  Ar¬ 
menia,  the  two  institutions  refused. 

Now  the  churchmen  want  the  Wel¬ 
fare  Commissioner  to  comply  with  a 
request  made  by  Chooloklan  on  June 
2  that  the  children  be  transferred 
temporarily  to  a  Protestant  institution 
pending  their  placement  In  an  Armen¬ 
ian  foster  home. 

“We  cannot  understand  the  failure 
of  the  Welfare  Commissioner  to  com- 
•  ply  with  the  parents’  request.”  the  re¬ 
ligious  leaders  said,  “inasmuch  as,  un¬ 
der  the  Uw  of  this  state,  the  wish  of 
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active  in  affairs  of  the  South,  but 
broad  in  all  his  statesmanlike  efforts 
and  achievements.
